Only a test against National 
League pitchers will tell whether 
Enos can build a big-time batting 
mark commensurate with his 
work in the minors. He led the 
American Association with a re- 
markable mark of .382, but hit- 
ting against the big boys is some- 
thing else again. However, Enos 
seems to have the requisites— 
driving power, a keen eye. And 
you can’t laugh off a 382 mark 
in any Double A league. 


Reserve Strength. 


Bordagaray are the extra out- 

fielders. You have an excel- 
lent outfield department when 
you can crowd the brilliant Moore 
to the bench., He can cover as 
much ground as any center field- 
er in either league, he handles 
ground balls with the skill of an 
infielder and he has a splendid 
arm that has nipped many an am- 
bitious base runner. If he could 
hit in the plump .300’s he'd have 
to be ranked with the great cen- 
terfielders of all time. Because 
year after year he has failed to 
show the batting power that was 
expected of him, he is a reserve 
instead of a fixture in the Car- 
dinal lineup.

“National Socialism is such a 
holy thing that we never wish to 
force it on foreign people. I hope 
to God it may remain ours alone 
forever.” 

He stressed the points of his 
greater Germany campaign and 
the one launched on March 31, 
1848, to create a united German 
Reich under a constituent assembly 
set up after the revolutions. of that 


ear.

The bill, by Senators Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, would extend 
the scope of R F C lending and 
permit that agency to make avail- 


able about $1,500,000,000 for long 
time loans. 

Loans to states and subdivisions 
would be permitted not only on 
so-called self-liquidating projects, 
but on all projects where the R F.C 
finds there is reasonable assur- 
ance of repayment.

Chairman Jesse Jones of the R 
F C testified the measure would 
make funds available for five, ten 
or fifteen-year loans to ‘business 
which commercial banks might not 
undertake. 

The bill was passed before many 
Senators knew what was happen- 


ing. 

Vice-President Garner, imme- 
diately after the roll call at the 
opening of the day’s session, called 
for a voice vote on an amendment. 
When a thin chorus of “ayes” was 
heard, he called for a vote on final 
passage of the bill. The measure 
carried by a-second voice vote. 

Long-Term Loans Proposed. 

Chairman Wagner of the Bank- 
ing Committee said the chief busi- 
ness aid would be to extend the 
R F C’s power to make long-term 
loans. 

“I understand,” he said, “that the 
R F C hopes to co-operate with the 
banks in making capital invest- 
ments. Because of the limitations 
on bank loans, the R F C may be 
able to grant longer terms on some 
of them than the banks.” 

He said it was possible that a 
business firm might obtain part of 
needed funds from its bank and 
part from the RF C. 

“Or,” he said, the R F C might 
go in and say to the bank: ‘Here, 
we'll take part of this loan if you 
feei that you cannot tie your money 
up in the full amount.“ 

Glass Bill Called ‘Shot in Arm. 

Administration, fiscal and mone- 
tary policies were criticised in the 
debate yesterday by Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma.

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Land Use in Game Conservation 


Reduction ef annual toll taken by hunters is only one part of the program necessary 
to restore wildlife, says Government authority; of greater importance is the utiliza- 
tion of land so as to retain environmental conditions without which wild creatures 
cannot exist; points out that soil and game conservation should march hand in hand.

HE era of wildlife exploitation is now 

drawing to a close. Its last stages are 

marked by the increasing determination 
manifested by state and Federal agencies, 
by sportsmen and conservationists, and by 
the general public, to apply methods and ad- 
ministrative policies of a positive nature for 
preventing further unn 
wildlife and for restoring the valuable spe- 
cies to the maximum abundance consistent 
with the conditions of a modern civiliza- 
tion. 

For many native American species, the 
change of attitude has come too late to 
save them from extinction. The vanished 
species include the great auk, the Pallas 
cormorant, the Labrador duck, the passenger 
pigeon, the héath hen, the Eskimo curlew 


and the Carolina paroquet. Of the mam- 


mals, the giant mink has gone and the griz- 
zly bear has been nearly exterminated in 
the United States proper. Other species— 
the trumpeter swan, canvasback duck, red- 
head, upland plover, whooping crane, golden 
plover and ivory-billed woodpecker, to list 
a few of those threatened—may yet be 
added to that much-lamented category of 
treasures forever lost to us. 

Even though some of these birds and mam- 
mals still number thousands and are com- 
mon enough to suggest the idea of abund- 
ance, it is possible that these long years 
of abuse have already inflicted fatal damage 
through the reduction of breeding stock to 
a point where the annual increase by re- 


production is less than the numbers annu- 


ally destroyed by natural enemies and 


causes. ; 
* * * 


_ These inimical agencies inelude not only 
the predatory creatures but climatic condi- 


tions, starvation, drouth and disease. These 
influences can seldom be defeated or nulli- 
fied effectively by human interference, so 
that a species still apparently numerous 
may actually be doomed te extermination 
and bé already beyond the hope of rescue 
by aid of human devices. 

It is estimated that there are about 110,- 
000 elk now remaining on the continent, 
8,500,000 deer of all kinds, 70,000 bears, 50,000 
wild turkeys and possibly 40,000,000 or 50, 
000,000 wild ducks of all species. Comparison 
of these estimates with accounts of the 
wildlife resources present at the time of the 
coming of the white man affords a dismal 
realization of the extent of the damage done 
to what once was one of the richest re- 
sources of North America, 

But the situation is not so discouraging 


‘as these comparisons would seem to indi- 


cate on first analysis. The fact that after 
300 years of continuous exploitation, neg-

cles demonstrates the amazing tenacity of

But a deterrent factor even more potent 
was the sdeming inability of wildlife admin- 
istrators to realize that the reduction of 
the annual toll of game taken by gunners 
was only one part of a successful restoration 
plan. The missing element was that of 
planning for land utilization and manage- 
ment. in such a way as to preserve to the 
greatest degree possible the environmental 


tions without which the wild creatures 


could not exist even though otherwise freed 
from human persecution. 

It is easy for us now to realize, for ex- 
ample, that the drainage and reclamation of 
about 100,000,000 acres of marshland in the 
United States alone operated as effectively 
to prevent the increase of waterfowl as did 
the guns of the market shooters. Similar 
conditions applied with equal force to other 
species. Cultivation, deforestation, lower- 


ing of water level by drainage and the pol- 


lution of many of the remaining natural res- 
ervoirs and streams placed upland game 
and other forms of wildlife under a tremen- 
dous handicap. Agriculture claimed not the 


fertile lands only—it invaded the submar- 


ginal areas as well—and the domain of-the 
wild living things that required wilderness 
environment shrank from the invader.

Not only Congress but other legislative 
and administrative bodies and the people 


_ generally at last began to appreciate the 


value of preserving and restoring wildlife 
and to understand its intimate relationship 
to land utilization. The long cycle of drouth 
beginning in 1915 and continuing with an 
intensity almost unbroken for two decades 
was responsible for a new and mounting 
interest by the public in the condition of 
organic national resources of all kinds. 

Words and phrases descriptive of soil ero- 
sion, lowered water tables and the destruc- 
tion of vegetative cover had been meaning- 
less terms and vague to the mind of the 
average citizen. Suddenly they became 
clothed with disturbing significance when 
the baleful shadows of the dust storms 
drifted acrogs the country, telling of the de- 
struction of millions of tons of fertile soil, 
or when floods roared unchecked along the 
inland waterways like huge ruptured arteries 
— out the very life blood of the na- 
tion. 

The conservationist now finds an inter- 
ested and anxious audience where hitherto

In all his tour, Hoover said, he 
saw nothing in “elimination of 
wastes or better housing or se- 
curity to workers or farmers or 
old age that we cannot do better 
under democracy if we will.” 

Seven Factors at Work. 

Hoover said his trip abroad—the 
first in 19 years—had shown him 
“seven obvious forces or factors” 
which have come to the forefront 
since the end of the World War. 

“The first of these is the rise ot 
dictatorships—totalitarian, authori- 
tarian or centralized governments, 
all with so-called planned econ- 
omies,” he said. 

“The second great movement to- 
day, partly cause and partly ef- 
fect, is the race to arms. Every 
nation in Europe — Communist, 
Fascist, democratic—is now build- 
ing for war or defense more fever- 
ishly than ever before in its his- 
COE. « wa 

“The third process in motion is 
increased Government debts and 
deficits. There is hardly a balanced 
budget in Europe—that is, if we 
strip off the disguises of words. 
Another inflation in some form 
seems inevitable. 


“The fourth movement is (that) 
every European nation is striving 
for more and more self-sufficiency 
im industry and food production for 
either military reasons or to meet 
the necessities of ‘planned econ- 
omy.’ This applies not only to the 
Fascist and Communist areas, but 
in some degree to even England 
and France. The old-fashioned 
barrier to imports by ‘simple tariffs 
has proved inadequate to protect 
these policies. New and far more 
effective walls have been erected 
around each nation by quotas, ex- 
change controls, internal price fix- 
ing, clearing agreements, and inter- 
government agreements on both 
purchases and sales. 

“The fifth factor is the failure 
of the League of Nations as a 
potent force for peace, and its com- 
plete replacement by the old shift- 
ing balances of power. 

“The sixth of these forces is fear 
—fear by nations of one another, 
fear by government of their citi- 
zens, fear by citizens of their gov- 
ernments and the vague fear of 
people everywhere that general war 
is upon them again. And there is 
the fear of the promised massacre 
of civil populations from the air. 

“The seventh force is the steady 
increase in some nations of bru- 
tality, of terrorism, and disregar 
for both life and justice... ” 

Spirit of Defense. 

Hoover said he did net think a 
general war was imminent, and 
added, “the spirit is yet of defense, 
not of offense.” Without naming 
any one, he said his admiration 
“goes out to those many leading 
men and women in Europe who are 
working so courageously and even 
heroically to preserve the peace.” 

He spoke of the “deeper currents” 
beneath the “visible, apparent tides 
and moving storms,” of history's 
heritage of hatred, “the injustices 
and unrealities of the peace 
treaties,” the debts and post-war 
inflations and the European finan- 
cial collapse of 1931. 

Then, after mentioning briefly 
the various social philosophies 
which have sought expression in 
Europe, he said: No country 
started with the intention to sacri- 
fice liberty. Each started to solve 
economic problems. In broad terms 
the stops are always the same, The 
economie system of Europe before 
and after the war was relatively 
free. There were many deep 
abuses. The new democracies 
brought resolute reforms on a large 
scale, But with the handicap of 
the miserable inheritances of the 
war Utopia did not come.”

Harry P. Miller, employment man- 
ager and the company's 624th wit- 
ness, was recalled to the stand this 
morning. The witness, whose rul- 
ings are final in the recall of em- 
ployes after seasonal shutdowns, 
testified that he did not overrule 
any foreman in the selection of em- 
ployes last autumn, when produc- 
tion of the 1938 models began: 

Miller denied testimony of C I O 
union witnesses that many new 
men were before and aft- 
er the United Automobile Workers 
called a strike last Nov. 24. No 
new workers were hired before the 
strike, he said, and only seven 
were hired subsequently. Two for- 
mer employes were hired prior to 
the strike, and 62 former Ford 
workers were hired after the strike 
went into effect, he added. 

454 C I O Men Working. 

Turning to a list of C I O union 
members, introduced early in the 
hearing, Miller said 454 men on the 
list are now working at the Ford 
plant. Thirty-eight on the list were 
not eligible for union membership. 
Sixty-seven went on strike, 77 ig- 
nored recall notices, several re- 
signed voluntarily and a few were 
physically unable to work, he de- 
clared. Only 147 eligible union 
members were not recalled to work. 

Miller testified that William Kim- 
berling, president of the C I O local, 
was inaccurate when he related 
that 165 of the union’s “most active 
members” had not been recalled to 
work. Of this group, Miller said, 
only 66 had not received recall no- 
tices. Nineteen men on the list 
are working at the plant, he said, 
39 went out on strike, 40 ignored 
recall notices, and one was fired 
before the strike began. 


EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS 


UP SHARPLY IN BELLEVILLE | 


Similar Trend Reported in Granite 
City in January; Metals Indus- 
try Active. 

The downward course of payrolls 
and employment during recent 
months in Belleville was abruptly 


| reversed during January, when an 


increase of 30.8 per cent in employ- 
ment and 29.6 per cent in payrolls 
over December was reported by 28 
industrial concerns, according to 
a report issued yesterday by the 
Illinois Department of Labor. Dur- 
ing the previous months the de- 
crease precentages were about 
equal to January’s increases, which 
were by far the largest reported in 
the State. 

A similar trend was reported by 
15 concerns in Granite City, where 
employment rose 11.8 per cent and 
payrolis 16.7 per cent. The im- 
portant metals and machinery 
group was largely responsible for 
these increases. In the Alton-Wood 
River area there was a decrease.of 
2.2 per cent in the number of work- 
ers and an increase of 1.5 per cent 
in total wage payments. 

In Hast St. Louis 61 concerns re- 
ported decreases of 2.1 per cent in 
employment and 49 per cent in 
payrolls. There has been little va- 
riation in t and payrolls 
in Hast St. Louis during the last 
four months. Throughout the 
State 6310 concerns employing 572, 
157 workers showed declines of 
14 per cent in persons employed 
and 15 per cent in total wages

More Facts | on Reducing 
By Logan: Clendening, M. D. 


ITHIN the last decade very definite advance has bees made tn 
the scientific treatment of overweight. When we examine the 
principles derived from these researches they are perfectly logi- 
tal, and just what we might expect. They were enunciated by the 
celebrated physician of Rome, Tronchin, 
who used to say in praise of fasting, “You 
gain a point if you cut off the enemy’s 
provisions.” In short, to reduce, eat less. 
There is another proverb which goes, 
“To avoid obesity, keep your eyes open 
and your mouth shut.” In other words, 
sleep less and eat less. 
Looking over a reducing menu, one is 
likely to say, “Why, that is more than 
I eat anyway.” That's because you are 
thinking of the different kinds of foods. 
Look at the quantity—that is what counts. 
First principle for the reducer—cut 
down the quantity of your food.. Small 

DR. CLENDENING. helpings. No second helpings. 

A second principle of these researches is not what would be ex- 
‘pected. On a strict reducing diet, you do not lose steadily, but in 
spurits.. You may be tue same weight for a week and then suddenly 
lose several pounds in one day. This is due to water retention by 
the fat and its sudden release. You are losing fat all the time, but 
the scales don’t show it until the end of the week. 

So don't be 3 if you show no improvement the first 
tew days.

First Building of St: Louis' Educational System 
Opened Its Doors 100 Years Ago Tomorrow 
Pupils Were Taught Only Reading and Writing, a 
Great Contrast From Today's Broad Curriculum. 


NE hundred years ago tomor- 
w, the first public school in 
St. Louis opened its doors to 
175 boys nd girls of middle-class 
families. It offered instruction only 
3 
en ; ng.. Bleak 
and bare, the schoolhouse at Fourth 
and Spruce streets, known as No. 1 
South, gave no hint of the pleasant, 
costly structures in which the chil- 
dren of today were to benefit from 
a broad curriculum, 
Nor did the city of 1838 resem- 
ble the present metropolis. The city 
limits were at Seventh street, Carr 
street and vicinity, and Soulard 
and Convent streets, Many houses 
were of native stone, one or two 
stories in height. Some streets 
were paved with cobblestones, 
while the others lay thick in mud 
or dust. There were no street 
lights, and only candles or sperm 
oil lamps were available for build- 
ings. On one of the Indian mounds 
was a reservoir for the early water 
system, but there were no real sew- 
ers. People walked or used horses 
to get about town. 


Suburbs stretched as far west as 
Tenth street. Chouteau’s mill pond 
still existed, as did Bloody Island, 
the favorite duelling ground. The 
Lucas family’s second subdivision 
had just been laid out, with the 
hope that the venturesome would 
move to Twelfth street. The Court- 
house was a brick Colonial struc- 
ture on Fourth street, where the 
east wing of a subsequent home of 
the courts now stands. The National 
Hotel had just been opened at 
Third and Market streets. Four 
years earlier the Catholic Bishop 
had consecrated the Cathedral on 
Walnut street. St. Louis Univer- 
sity had moved in 1829 to Ninth 
street and Washington avenue. 
Newspapers, with news days and 
weeks old, were published in sev- 
eral languages, 


There were no railways on either 
side of the river, which was crossed 
by ferries. Stage lines led over 
miserable roads to Louisville and 
Pittsburgh. Business was concen- 
trated on the narrow, sloping thor- 
oughfares between Third street and 
the river. Steamboats, which had 
made their appearance on the Mis- 
sissippi only a quarter of a century 
before, already were shaping the 
character and destiny of St. Louis. 
They crowded the wharf as a rest- 
less America pushed westward. By 
boat, Louisville was four nights 
away. 

* — * 

HE city Was prosperous; cen- 

sus figures showed that, for in 

1830 tne population was 4977 
and in 1840 it was 16,469. The pio- 
neer fur trade had begun.to dwin- 
die, but St. Louis was the outfit- 
ting point for westbound immi- 
grant trains, those ascending the 
Missouri to the Northwest and 
those headed for the two-year-old 
independent republic of Texas. 


Carondelet, nicknamed “Vide 
Poche” or “empty pocket,” was a 
detached town. In the country be- 
tween it and St. Louis were the 
homes of a number of well-known 
early families. North St. Louis, un- 
incorporated, lay beyond another 
strip of farm land. Cahokia was 
thriving. William Carr Lane, first 
Mayor when St. Louis was incor- 
porated in 1823, again held that of- 
fice in 1838-39, 

The people were a frontier mix- 
ture. With the early French and 
Spanish inhabitants were mingled 
Yankees, the rising tide of German 
immigration, Indians and Negro 
slaves. Indians were not an un- 
common sight on the streets as late 
as 1840. William Clark, superin- 
tendent of Indian affairs here from 
about 1822 until his death, Sept. 1, 
1838, frequently received Indian 
deputations at his home. 

Richer families sent their chil- 
dren to Europe or the East for 
education; others patronized private 
or parochial schools; for the poor- 
est not even the public schools were 
available, as tuition was charged. 

Charles Dickens, in his “Ameri- 
ean Notes,” told as follows of an 
1842 visit to St. , which, he 
feared, was in a fever-ridden coun- 


try: | 

“We,went to a large hotel called 
the Planter’s House: built like an 
English hospital, with long pas- 
sages and bare walls, and skylights 
above the room-doors for then free 
circulation of air. There were a 
great many boarders in it; and as 
many lights sparkled and glistened 
from the windows dowh into the 
street below, when we drove up, as 
if it had been illuminated on some 
occasion of rejoicing. It is an ex- 
cellent house, and the proprietors 
have most bountiful notions of pro- 


orts. 

French portion of the

2 and new buildings in all 
rections; and of a great many 
vast plans which are still ‘progres- 
sing.’ Already, however, some 
very good houses, broad streets, and 
marble-fronted shops, have gone so 


ent, in 1841-42, at $300 a year. 

No, 3, later called the Benton 
School, a high, well-lighted two- 
story brick structure, with Colonial 
gable and cupola, costing $10,625, 
besides $300 for the architect, was 
opened on Sixth street, between 
Locust and St. Charles streets, in 
January, 1842. 

The history of the public schools 
here really begins in 1806, two 
years before the incorporation as 
a town and 42 years after the 
founding of the community. In 
that year Thomas Fiveash Riddick 
rode horseback to Washington at 
his own expense to start the agi- 
tation for a Federal grant of land. 
This eventually was made, and the 
present board still owns some of 
the land, now largely in decayed

“There are three free-schools al- 
ready erected, and in full operation, 
in this city. A fourth is building, 
and will soon be opened.” 


No. 1 South, opened the first Mon- 


day in April, 1838, cost $3170; a few 


days later No. 2 North was opened 
at Hickory street and Federal ave- 
nue (Broadway). To meet the ini- 
tial teachers’ salaries, at the rate 
of $900 a year for men and $500 
for women, a committee of the 
board gave a note for $500. David 
H. Armstrong, later to be a Unit- 
ed States Senator, and Miss Mary 
Salisbury were the teachers of No. 
1, Edward Leavy and Miss Sarah 
or Mary Hardy of No, 2. 


Boys studied, under the eagle 
eyes and avenging hands of the 
male faculty members on the first 
floor, girls on the second floor, 
with the women. The tuition was 
$2.50 a quarter, or $10 a year, and 


‘parents had to supply books and 


materials. Old records indicate that 
the board furnished, in the way of 
equipment, only an unlettered out- 
line map of the world for each 
room. Heating was by stoves. 

School was in session from 8 a. 
m. until noon and from 2 to 5 p. 
m., five days a week, between 
March 22 and Sept. 23, and from 
9 a. m. to 4 p. m., with an hour for 
lunch, the rest of the year. There 
were vacations of only two weeks 
each in January and June, but the 
usual holidays were observed. 

“The annual examination,” said 
one of the rules of 1838, “shall be 
held in June, closing with a gen- 
eral procession and exhibition of 
the schools, at which time the 
Mayor, Board of School Directors 
and the Inspectors will award and 
present appropriate books or med- 
als to those scholars who have 
made the most satisfactory profi- 
ciency in learning.” 


LL grade schools erected in the 
first 20 years of the system 
ere designed for the Lancas- 
terilan or monitorial method, waich 
was considered economical. The 
paid teacher, sometimes called 
principal, directed a large study 
hall, while assistants or monitors, 
at firet unpaid, conducted classes 
in annexes. 

George K. Budd was appointed for 
1839 as the first of the 16 super- 
intendents the system has had. For 
his services he was given thanks, 
Henry Pearson, who also acted as 
secretary, was second guperintend-

areas, yielding a shrunken revenue. 
However, in the early days, the 
rents and tuition fees met all or 
virtually all the expenses of the 
system. 

In 1817 the Legislature incorpor- 
ated the first “Board of Trustees 
for the regulation of the schools,” 
comprising the following notable 
citizens: William Clark, the terri- 
torial Governor; William C. Carr, 
Thomas H. Benton, Bernard Pratt, 
Auguste Chouteau, Alex McNair 
and John P. Cabanne. In 1833 a 
charter was adopted for the “Board 
of President and Directors of the 
St. Louis Public Schools.” The first 
members elected were Edward 
Bates, John P. Reily, Josiah Spald- 
ing, Judge Mary P. Ladue, Dr. Cor- 
nelius Campbell and Hugh O' Neil. 
When schools were opened, a board 
of inspectors was appointed to 
have direct supervision of instruc- 
tion. 

By 1846 the tuition was reduced 
to $1 per quarter, with some free 
pupils, and June 8, 1847, tuition was 
abolished. When the Benton School 
was erected, its cost strained the 
resources of the board, which had 
to borrow $4000 and, in addition, 
reduce the teachers’ salaries. The 
board borrowed $6000 more in 1846 
to build the Clark and Mound 
schools, 


A general tax on real and per- 
sonal property, not to exceed 10 
cents on the $100 valuation, finally 
was authorized by the Legislature 
in 1849.

Guarding the health of pupils is 
the hygiene division, whose phy- 
sicians, dentists and nurses have 
righted many a life by discovering 
defects early. Safety, particularly 
on the streets, is a watchword of 
the schools, backed by the familiar 
schoolboy patrols. For children 
who, through no fault of their 
own, must travel some distance to 
‘school the board supplies carfare. 
Thanks to the generosity of teach- 
ers and other employes, there is a 
standing fund to provide quietly 
for lunches, clothing, spectacles and 
other things for needy boys and 
girls. For all pupils, of course, 
books and supplies are free. 

As has been pointed out repeat- 
edly by Henry J. Gerling, the en- 
ergetic Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion, who has had to cope with nine 
years of depression, recovery and 
recession, there has been a grow- 
ing demand on the high schools 
and some shrinking of the burden 
of the elementary schools. A pri- 

reason in the case of the 
high schools, in addition to in- 
creased interest in education, is the 
lack of employment opportunity for 
children of that age. Decline of 
the birth rate is largely responsible 
for the effect in the grade schools. 


The result has been to increase 
educational expenses. 

It costs the taxpayers $164.10 a 

to educate a pupil in high 
school and 41 cents less in voca- 
tional school; in elementary schools 
the cost is $86.76, while for all day 
schools (except the teachers’ col- 
leges) the average figure is $106.25, 
For the average taxpayer the an- 
nual school tax bill is perhaps 
$43.50, but the bulk of the taxpay- 
ers pay considerably less. 

The annual school budget lately 
has been $10,000,000 to $12,000,000, 
with an enrollment of about 100,000 
children, and a teaching corps of 
3000, more than 500 custodians and 
matrons and several hundred other 
workers, The general tax rate, 
which since 1921 has been eight 
and one-half times the original rate 
of 1850, is low, compared with the 
levies in many other large cities, 
The board, virtually forbidden by 
law to incur a deficit, has paid all 
bills promptly, although sometimes 
it has had to dip into its surplus 
to do so. Salaries have been re- 
stored to the pre-depression level, 
the average for teachers being 
about $2300 a year. 

Those best acquainted with the 
school system are the first to con- 
code that everything is not perfect, 
even. after a century of develop- 
ment. About one-third of the school 
buildings are antiquated and would 
be replaced if funds were available, 
as they are poorly lighted, offer po- 
tential fire hazards and are other- 
wise unsatisfactory. The average 
size of classes is admittedly much 
larger than the educational ideal, 
Although authorized by a consti- 
tutional amendment, a teachers’ re- 
tirement plan has not become a 
reality, and the problem of the eld- 
erly teacher remains.
